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THE MYSTICAL ART OF COIN GRADING 
By Scott Nichols 


Grading is the most important tool used to determine the value of rare, collectable 
coins. Often times the value between grades can be substantial. If you make a 
mistake, it can be costly when you sell. I hope this will be of help to novice and 
intermediate level coin collectors. 

The secret to good coin grading is to learn and develop a picture in your mind of 
what a coin of a certain grade is supposed to look like. This is particularly important 
in AU and MS grades when you are purchasing uncertified coins. There are many 
whizzed or cleaned coins on the market. If you have a picture in your mind of what 
a coin at various stages of wear will look like, then you will not be tempted by 
these whizzed or cleaned coins. You will simply know that they don’t look right 
and not buy them. Even if a coin seems pretty or cheap, you need to learn to just 
say no if it doesn’t look right compared to the mental image you have developed. 

Now you are probably wondering how to get that picture in your mind. The first 
thing to do is to get your hands on a copy of The ANA Grading Guide or Photograde. 
Both of these books have illustrations and descriptions of all the circulated grade 
coins. For MS coins, I recommend the PCGS Guide to Coin Grading. Read and get 
a feel for the progression from perfect MS-70 coin to a G-4. Then you are ready to 
grade coins. 

The easiest coins to grade are Morgan dollars, so I recommend you start with 
them and learn the basics. The grade of a mint state coin is a composite of the 
strike, the luster, and number of abrasions. Other factors such as spots and toning 
can also effect your grade/value decision. They’re all a function of determining 
market value. 

Now is when the fun starts and you start looking at coins. This means looking at 
thousands of coins, not just a few. There are several venues to do this. You can 
take a grading class at the ANA summer seminar or at the ANA conventions. 
These are great fun and an opportunity to meet many like-minded collectors. I 
have attended four ANA summer seminars and strongly recommend them. To 
look at coins, you need to go to a coin shop, coin show, or coin auction. Each of 
these venues has pluses and minuses for novice collectors. Most dealers are willing 
to help the novice collector learn grading, but if he/she is busy respect his/her time 
and come back later. 

As you learn, be sure to use multiple settings as not all dealers grade alike. This 
doesn’t mean they know more or less than you or are honest or dishonest. Grading 
is very subjective, but the only subjective opinion that should matter to you is your 
own. You should never argue grade with a dealer. Negotiate price and you will 
find that you can often buy coins that you grade differently than the dealer at a 
price you consider fair. My personal favorite way to improve my grading is to go 
to major coin auctions and look through all the PCGS and NGC certified coins. 
Often times you can see hundreds of similar coins side by side, one after another. 
This is a great benefit in building your mind’s grading pictures. 

As time passes and you learn more, you will need to adjust your line between 
grades. If you are building a set of XF coins and you rarely ever find coins that 
meet your standards, perhaps you need to move your line a little and accept coins 
that you would have previously considered VF-35. 

There is no substitute for experience in grading of rare coins. If you follow my 
guidelines, you will have a great time coin collecting. And when you or your heirs 
sell the coins, you will be proud of the time you invested learning how to grade.
